CONCORD TOWN REPORT 


To the Citizens of Concord: 


As a result of the vote at town meeting last year, poll taxes were 
due July first. Perhaps the change didn't make as much difference in 
collection as was anticipated but another year's trial might show better 
results. There were 93 delinquent poll taxes while in 1942 there were 
107. 


You will note in this report that two $1000 orders bearing 4°, in- 
terest have been paid; that the balance of the U. S. Deposit Fund bear- 
ing 5°, has been paid; the usual $1000 and $500 bonds due each year 
were paid; four $1000 orders were renewed at 3%; a $600 order re- 
newed at 3° as well as one for $5300. This move will reduce interest 
payments somewhat. 


Considering wartime conditions the general, poor and road de- 
partments have done well to keep within their appropriations. The 
school department has a deficit which should be met by an increased 
appropriation if our schools are to be kept up to standard. 


We have examined the accounts of the town officers as presented 
to us and believe them to be correct.

Concord has been very fortunate in being able to retain all of the 
elementary teachers this year, with the exception of the first and second 
grade teacher in East Concord. Due to the lack of funds and the teacher 
shortage, the decision was made to have that room closed. Mrs. Gene- 
vieve Groome took over the upper grades and Miss Lucille Phillips the 
lower grades. Mrs. Edith Lee is back at Brook school, and Mrs. Lenna 
Keneson at North. The first eight grades at Judevine are taught by 
Mrs. Alice McGinnis and Miss Pearl Lunnie. The High Schoo! faculty 
consists of Mr. Alden J. Carr, Prin., and teacher of English, Mathema- 
tics, Typing and Physical Ed. Rev. Percy Pierce, Physics, Biology, Mathe- 
matics, Bookkeeping, and Physical Education. Miss Barbara Counsell, 
Languages, Civics, Sociology, and English. Mrs. Bernice Pollard, Home 
Economics and Mr. J. Arthur Peters, Agriculture. Miss Eleanor McLam, 
Supervisor of Music for the District of eight towns, instructs the Glee 
Club, Chorus, and Orchestra. 


Activities and Recommendations 


The War-time activities listed in last year's report are continued 
this year and Concord pupils and teachers are to be commended on 
their efforts; for every activity is an added burden to the already full 
school day. 


If you haven't visited school do so on a Monday, Wednesday or 
Friday in the early afternoon and see the ideal classroom and shop that 
is rapidly nearing completion. This work is done by the boys in grade 
seven and eight under the able supervision of Mr. Peters. If you haven't 
heard the school orchestra this year, you have missed a treat. We are 
thankful for the cooperation of all, especially Mr. Dunbar. 


Please give last year’s recommendations a careful review. Every- 
one is a necessity and action should be taken. 


Last year the recommendation was made that the annual report 
to the town from the school district be the same period—July to July— 
as that to the state for the actual school year; not two disconnected 
halves of January to January. This would eliminate conflicting figures 
and make a more comprehensive report to the townspeople.

Dear Mr. Keniston: 


This year the activities of the Concord High School continue in 
the face of conditions, created by the world situation, which threaten 
the existence of many schools and which make it highly important to 
understand the aims and values of the small high school. . 


The outstanding objective of the school is preparation—for college 
(in a very few cases}, for advanced vocational training, for life, or, at 
present, for the armed services. The graduate of a high school should 
be prepared for success in his work, in his home life, in his life as a citi- 
zen, and in his various social and vocational activities. To the achieve- 
ment of this goal every subject and every activity contributes its share. 
English, the social studies, mathematics, the sciences, physical educa- 
tion, agriculture, home economics, the commercial subjects all play 
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their parts; so, too, do dramatics, basketbail, the schooi newspaper, 
baseball, and class parties. Highly important, too, is the constant inter- 
play of personalities among the students and between the students and 
the teachers. 


It is here that a small high school can make its greatest contribu- 
tion. Teachers can know all the pupils well; a relationship of mutual re- 
spect, understanding, and endeavor can be created which is more diffi- 
cult to attain in the large school. This advantage can be enjoyed, how- 
ever, only if the teachers are sufficiently prepared, competent, and sym- 
pathetic, and have sufficient time, to make educative use of the unusual 
opportunities which the small school offers. 


Thus far, in spite of the unsettled situation, Concord High School 
has been able to maintain most of its usual activities. Three regular 
teachers, including the principal, teach; the various academic subjects 
as well as health and physical education; provide the usual home room, 
guidance, and consultation services; conduct such activities as a student 
council, four class organizations, dramatics, a school newspaper, and boy 
scouts; assist with basketball and baseball; and take part in various com- 
munity activities. 


Concord is also fortunate in being able to continue instruction in 
agriculture and home economics through the services of two part-time 
teachers who come out to Concord three times a week. Two ciasses in 
each continue the study of these practical subjects. The F. F. A. and 
the F. H. V. are additional activities conducted in the school. 


The study of music, under direction of the district supervisor, in- 
cludes music appreciation as well as orchestra and glee ciub. 


Preparation for the armed services, urged upon all schools by the 
federal government, is especially provided for in the pre-flight aeron- 
autics taught in conjunction with physics, but is also a conscious aim in 
many other subjects. 


Special projects in which the school organizations have participat- 
ed include the annual Community Fair, conducted by the F. F. A. and 
the F. H. V. in cooperation with the Grange, and the skating rink, which, 
in response to the nation-wide plea for better recreational facilities for 
young people, has been built and developed by the scouts with the as- 
sistance of interested adults and pupils. 


Today Concord High School, like every small high school, is facing 
the greatest crisis in its history. The teacher shortage is especially ser- 
ious and threatens to become more so as the government takes more 
young men for the armed services and the larger schools, with their bet- 
ter salaries, draw the older men and the women teachers. 
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If, therefore, Concord High School is to continue, | would respect- 
fully suggest the following: 


1. The high school should be reorganized into a six-year high 
school. This would increase the enrollment from 50 to approximately 
70. The seventh and eighth grades should be integral parts of the high 


school. 


2. Four regular teachers, including the principal, should be em- 
ployed. One of these should be a home economics teacher who could 
also teach science or other subjects. Th other teachers, insofar as pos- 
sible, should be specialists in one or two fields. An extra effort should 
be made to pay salaries large enough to attract and keep good teach- 
ers. The latter point is important; it is not geod for a school to have 
a constant change of teachers, each of whom leaves betore he has be- 
come adequately acquainted with the pupils and the situation. 


3. In view of the fact that it would probably be impossible to se- 
cure a full-time agricultural teacher, the present part-time arrangement 
for teaching agriculture should be continued. In any event, instruction 
in agriculture should be provided for. 


4. The present program in music should be continued and strength- 
ened if possible. 


5. If possible, unless a full-time commercial teacher can be ob- 
tained, arrangements should be made to secure a part-time teacher in 
conjunction with one or more other small schools. 


Strong emphasis should be placed on preparing young people for 
life on farms or in villages as well as for life in cities. Instruction in 
every subject should be adapted to the background of the pupils. An 
effort should be made to make the school better in certain respects 
than even the bigger schools with which it is compared and with which 
it competes. The purpose of the Concord High School, in short, should 
be to provide the young people of this and surrounding towns with a 
type of preparation for life better suited to them than the instruction 
given in the larger schools. If that can be done the future of the Con- 
cord High School will be assured.

For the information of your taxpayers and because the program 
touches every community and a great number of its people, the cus- 
tomary annual statement is presented for inclusion in your town report. 


The Vermont Old Age Assistance Program is in its ninth yéar of 
activity. Nearly 11,000 Vermonters have received the benefit of its 
services and payments. It has proven a dignified and reliable method 
of relieving uncertainty, distress and need in old age. 


To date, about 8!/, million dollars has been expended in the state. 
The number currently receiving assistance is 5,400 persons. This is 
about 15° of the estimated number of persons over sixty-five years 
of age. Since the beginning of the program, the entire expense of ad- 
ministration has been 4.2°/,. The Social Security Board, Washinaton, D. 
C., has figures to show that, on a comparable basis, no other state has 
a better record for efficiency and economy. 


Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons applying from your 
town amounted to $6,552 during the year January |, 1943, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1943. 


The number of recipients in December, 1943, was 24. 


The increase in the cost of food, fuel, rents and services constitutes 
a serious problem to persons dependent on small fixed allowances and 
has been the cause of much concern to the Old Age Assistance Depart- 
- ment. 


The advice and council of local officials and interested persons has 
been very valuable, and is gratefully acknowledged by the Director, his 
associates and field staff.
